The iirsl spe.Tker of the evening 
was Bernnr Multcr, representing 
the ?. r. M. Mr. Muller described 
the origin ot the movement, spring- 
in? from the reacc* Conference 
hel(} In Quebec about ^ two >ears 
ajço, He, then Went on lo tell of 
the foi-ming of s:roups in Montréal 
high schools by students of MoGIll, 
and siud thai various schools lia\c 
supported the movement enthusias- 
tically. Mr. Miil|er concluded his 
speech stressing-, the importance of 
a greater participation in college.") 
and the necessity for a union of 
coUesés .in- the 'cause of peace.

"The movement," he ^said, "in 

Canada has met -n lth a large meas- 
ure of success in the cast, in Que- 
bec and Ontario. There ait many 
Universities in the w-tsl, however, 
that a]-c as }ct unreached by the

What the Society needs is some- 
one to visit the universities and 
acquaint the students with the s.o- 
cicty and to unite the univcrsllJes 
of Canada in one large movement 
towards the maintenance ot peace."
